Chikese Sugar Cane. — It will be seen from 
an article which we copy from an Illinois paper 
tha t the Chinese sugar cane has been succes-- 
J«.^ cultivated in niire s It has tri-d 
in Wabash county of that State, and the result 
is so successful as to induce Mr. Kroh, the 
cultivator, to declare that "in I860, the South- 
ern p lanter will have nc se!e for his sugar in 
the S:ate of Illinois.'' 

According to Mr. Kroh's statement, one- 
half acre cf frosted cane yieldrd forty-five 
gallons cf molasses, "which, in flavor and 
beautif ul bright red color, is far superior to any 
molasses obtained at the South." So unfavor- 
able, moreover, were the circu ms'ances undei 
which this first trial were conducted, that the 
half acre did not produce a greater quantity of 
statist* Ihn could, with more careful treatment, 
be grown on one-quarter of an acre. 

Largest Clock Of the WoRnD. — The 
cials of the English Parliament clock are 
twenty-two feet in diameter, and are the lar 
gest in the world with the minute hand. Every 
half minute, the point of the minute hand moves 
nearly seven inches. The clock will go eight 
and z half days, and strike only seven and a 
half, f o as to indicate by its silence any neglect 
in winding it up. The mere winding of each 
of the striking parts will ttke two hours. 
The pendulum is 15 feet long; the wheels are 
of cast irot; the hour bell is eight feet high 
and nine feet in diameter, weighing from four- 
teen to fifteen tons. The weight of the ham- 
mer is four hundred weight. 

J^TThe Queen of England has signified her 
pleasure that a full and free pardon should be 
granted, under the Great Seal of Great Britain 
and Ireland respectively, to all persons suffer- 
ing under the consequences of conviction for 
political offences.

The Chinese Sugar Cane 'in Southern 
Illinois — Great Success in Us VuituTt. — B?ing 
requested by many to publish a statement, 
ihrocgh the columns of youi paper, of my <x 
perience with and the value of ?te Chinese 
sugar cane, I therefore send ycu the following 
statemeat which you will please insert: 

On the 25h of May I planted about half an 
acre of ground, one year old. A portion of the 
soil was low and wet ir. the spring; in fact I 
covered the seed with mud; the other part was 
high and sandy; the consequence was when 
the dry season set in the wet part baked very 
hard and the high burnt up for want of rain. 1 
pic wed it when abjut ten inches high, and that 
was ail the working it got with the exception 
of a slight hoeing previous to plowing; my ob- 
ject was to ascertain the amount of saccharine 
matter contained in the stalks, and supposed 
enough would grow to make the experiment. 
Many of the stalks grew from sixteen to twen- 
ty feet kigh (in the low ground it only grew 
twelve feet). Having made a mill iu which to 
grind it, I commenced on the 24th of September. 
The cane then kad received two or three frosts 
which slightly injured the taste of the water. 

I am convinced that the amount of stalks I 
used can be grown on less than a quarter or 
an acre. The amount of water obtained from 
the piece was C70 gallons, from which I made 
for y-five gallons, which in Jiavor and beautiful 
bright red color, is far superior to any molasses 
ooiainid from the South. I did not try to 
grain any of it, as it will not grain af :er being 
frosted} tiut I am convinced there will be no diffi- 
culty ;n graining it if tried previous to frost. 
If It is planted by the middle of May it will 
ripen by the end of August, and remain in good 
condition until frost, and if cut up and put in 
sheds (in apprehension of frost), it will keep 
well for a month or more. 

I will give a statement of what may be made 
per acre, judging from the amount of water ob- 
tained from each stalk. One of my neighbors, 
Mr. A. Degan, obtained from seven choice 
stalks one gallon of water, and in another trial 
made by Mr. McCleary, Sen., and myself, we 
pressed from ten stalks one gallon and a quart. 
The number of stalks in a hill should be from 
four to six. In my calculations I only estimate 
one quart of water to the hill, allowing sixteen 
hills per square rod, which will make 2.560 
hills to the acre, and this, at one quart per hill, 
will make 010 gallons of water, which will 
make 110 gallons of molasses. Valued at 75 
cents per gallon, it would amount to $82 50 per 
acre, and I do not hesitate in saying that the 
amount may be doubled. 

I would urge upon the farmers of the West- 
ern country to try it. You will not only save, 
but make money by the operation. I am well 
convinced that in 1160 the Southern planter 
will have no sale for his sugar in the State of Illi- 
nois. From the present indications there will 
be one hundred acres raised in Wabash county 
next year, which will save the county $10,000. 
The time to commence working the cane is 
when the seeds have changed from a green to a 
dark red hue, although it will remain good un- 
til fairly matured. 

Should any person wish to make tbe experi- 
ment, I have some seed to spare — one quart will 
plant an acre. J. M. KROH,

GREAT CHINESE BATILE. 
2,500 Combitanls— Four Slain— Four Wound- 
ed—and 250 A'rtsl'.d by the jlnlhoiities 
Stockti n, Oct. 27, 10 A. M. 

A light occurred near Mound Spring, on tbe 
Sonora road, about fifty-five miles from this 
city, last Saturday, at uoo.', be'ween two par 
ties o Chir.ese. There was no general en- 
ga»pme>t, but several skirmishes took place, 
in which four persons were killed and as many 
wounded. There were about two thousand 
five hundred comba'anrs engaged on both sides, 
all armed and equipped. Many had fire-arms. 
A stop was put to the hostilities by a sheriff's 
n -?** 1 , assisted by citizens. Sums two humirrd 
and fifty ariests were made 

Conflicting accounts reach us from the inte- 
rior as to the relations of peace and war be- 
tween the rival bo lies of Cninamen now in the 
middle mining districts. Tne Saa Andreas In 
dependent (Calaveras county) learns that the 
head- of tne two great Chinese companies, the 
Canton and See Yups, have mtt in Sacramento, 
and settled all the difficulties heretofore exist 
ing between thern. The Sonora Democrat 
(Tuolumte c :>unty), on the other hand, coi sid 
era that some te.-rit>>e hostilities are impending. 
It says: 

A great battle has been arranged between the 
two Chinese armies now encamped at Rock Riv- 
er Ranch, and near the Cniu«s e Camp in this 
county. The battle field will be in ttie neigh- 
borhood of Shoemake's Ranch, about half w«y 
between the hostile forces To-day [last Si*.- 
urdat J has been fixed upon fss the eiicounte , 
and should nothing occur to disturb the preiim 
inary arrangements, many a long-tailed Celes- 
tial will probably bite the dust before the going 
down of the light of heaven shnll close the 
fray. Tbe opposing forces are armed with all 
kinds and descriptions of weapons, ranging ;n 
size and calibre from dcnble barrelled snot- 
guns and six-shooteis ; down to handspikes, war 
clubs, and gongs 

The two armies number about one thousand 
braves, and the tremendous noise and confusion 
which will prevail, when host meets host, can 
bs more easily imagined than described by 
those not well acquainted with the styles or 
tactics which govern the warriors of the Flow- 
ery Kingdom. 0:ie redeeming trait in Chinese 
warfare is tha disposition which tbey manifest 
to slay but few men, contending themselves with 
raising a great dust and noise. Any how, we 
hope tiie valiant/Johns' will have a goud time. 

Above we give the issue of hostiii'ies, which 
has reached a - by telegraphic dispatch. It will 
be seen that four Chinamen 1 ave been killed 
and four wounded, and tuat two hundred and 
fifty of the combatants ha/e been aire-ted by 
the authorities! Two thousand five bundled 
were engaged in hostilities. So ends, for a 
time, the California Chinese war. 

More of the War— The Challenge —We y es- 
terday gave the result of the grand Chinese en- 
gagement at Mount Spring, near Sonora, where 
lour hapless Johns were slain, four wounded, 
and two hundred and fifty (out of the 2 500 
combatants) arres'ed by the authorities We 
learn from tiie Columbian that the expenses of 
the Chinamen in this alfair must be enormous 
Already a tax of forty dollars ptr beau has 
been levied to meet the demand. The C I ;in- 
bia Gazette says of the origin of the dispute, 
;bat the misunderstanding arose some time 
since bitween the two rival companies, who 
are headed by two Chinese warriors bearing the 
euphonious names of Sam Yap and Yan Wo, 
abcut a mining claim situateu on the Stanislaus 
river. 

In order to avoid the "law's delay" and at- 
torney's fees, they agreed, after much palaver, 
to meet in the lis-ts, and, with lance and other 
weapons known to the chivalry of old, in con- 
junction with a few of the improTed ' killer;:" 
of the present degenerate days, to-wit: six- 
shooters, to settle the affair.

Stealing a Flatbjat of Potatoes. — About 
two months sgo, Mr. Murray, an extensive 
buyer of potatoes, fee, shipped a flatboat load 
of potatoes to New Orleans, in charge of one 
James Lycch. The boat was a long time 
reaching Cairo, and Mr. M., not being satisfied 
with Lynch, ordered Mr. Phillips at Cairo to 
fake possession cf it on its arrival there, and 
ship the potatoes on a steamboat. Lynch re 
fu?ed tc give the boat up, bir, hy th<* aid cf the 
strong arm of the law, he was forced to submit. 
Mr. PLillips paid off the crew, and commenced 
reslipping the potatoes as fast as he could. 
All but fceventy-five barrete had been taken out 
of the boat, when one morning the boat was 
found missirg, and it was ascertained that 
Lynch had cut the lines, taken the boat to 
Hickman, and sold both the potatoes and boat, 
and pocketed the proceeds. Lynch was lately 
heard of at Cincinnati, when a requisition from 
Gov. Morehead on the Governor of Ohio for 
Lynch's delivery was procured, and entrusted to 
cflicer Vansaot, who ar ived tois morning with 
Lynch. His case was called up in the city 
court this morning and Uid ovr. Lynch in 
the meantime remains in jail. 

Kentucky Electoral College — The 
Electoral College met at the Capitol in Frank- 
fort on Wednesday, and organized by appoint- 
ing Hon. Elijah Hise Chairman, S. I. M. Major 
Secretary, and E. H. Tole Sergeant- at-Arms- 
All the Electors were present except Col. R. D. 
Gholson, of the First district, whose place was 
filled by the appointment of Major T. T. Haw- 
kins, of Louisville, as a substitute. The twelvt 
electoral votes of the State were formally cast 
by ballot for Buchanan and Breckinridge. No 
appointment of Messenger was made, the re- 
maining time of the day's session beiDg con- 
sumed la discussing the propriety of appointing 
a commktee to examine the returns of the pop- 
ular vote in the Secretary 'a office, and report 
the true majority in the State. The following 
resolution presented by Mr. Reed, but amended 
by Col. Stevenson, was adopted: 

Rcs Jved, That a committee be appointed to 
report to this College the full election returns 
of this State for Presidential Electors on the 
tourth day of November, and that they report 
all such facts on the face of the returns to the 
S«icretar)'s office as tend to show the true vote 
of Kentucky. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Reed and Wool- 
ley a committee to make the report contempla- 
ted by the resolution, and then the College ad- 
journed to assemble again at nine o'clock this 
morning 

RoiBtRY cf $1.600— The Monet Ricov 
ered. — About a week ago Wm. Steele, a young 
man about 18 years old, arrived here from Buf- 
falo In search of employment, with a letter of 
recommendation to Mr. Frank Tryon, the 
agent of Liviogston, Fargo, dc Co.'s Express. 
The recommendation was from a highly res- 
pectable source, and Mr. Tryon told Steele 
that he would endeavor to find employment for 
him. Steele spent most of his time in the Ex- 
press effice, and had got acquainted with some 
of its arrangements. There is a drawer in the 
office, in which valuable packages are placed, 
and it has a small hole at the top through 
wh'ch packages are dropped into it. On 
W«dn<sday morning Steele was in the office by 
himself, the book keeper having occasion to 
step out for a few minutes. Steele left before 
the book-keeper returned, and the latter, on 
reaching the effice, immediately unlocked the 
drawer containing the val«able packages 
and found one of them missing. He in 
formed Mr. Tryon of the circumstance, 
who went to Steele's boarding house. 
Steele alleged that he had left some one in 
charge of the office wien he went out. Mr. 
Tryon brought S eele to his office, and then 
went for ChUf Kirkpatrick. While Tryon 
was gone, Steele was seon i the privy vault 
and was seen to drop something in it . Mr. 
Tryon returned with Kirkpatrick, place d Steele 
in his charge, and commenced teariDg open the 
boards from the vault. Steele then conf essed 
the robberyj that he hid throw n $500 into it, 
and the remainder of the money, save $16, 
which he had spent, was in his trunk at his 
boarding bouse. The money, with the excep- 
tion of $16, was recovered. 

We heard of this case on Wednesday, but by 
request ef Mr. Tryon did not state it until a 
judicial examination was had. 

Steels was committed this morning In default 
of giving $1000 bail for his appearance to an- 
swer a charge cf felony at the next term of the 
Jefferson Circuit Cou t.

The President laid before the S;nate the an- 
nual report of the Secratary of the Treasury. 

Mr. Rusk f presented resolutions from the 
Legislature of Texas in favor of a repeal of the 
recent act cf Congress telative to the public 
debt of the late republic of Texas 

On motion of Mr. Rusk a resolution was 
adopted requiring the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry of inform the Senate what amount of the 
claims against the late republic of Texas pro 
vided for by the'act of Congress, Feb. 2S, 1855, 
have not yet been presented forpfyment. 

Mr. Bayard announced in an appropriate and 
feeline manner the death of his late collecgae 
Mr. Clayton. 

Messrs. Crittenden, Cass, and Seward sever- 
ally spoke in terms of eulogy of the decea>e I, 
alluding to his eminent public services, and as 
one of the remaining few who for the last quar 
ter of a century have controlled the legislature 
of the ceuntry. 

Tne usual resolutions of respect were adop- 
ted. 

The Senate adjourned.^ 
House. — The question pending was on Mr. 
Grow's motion to reconsidtr the vote by which
